DIRLOMACY. 


The Authors and Negotiators of the 
Recent Treaties, 


Minister Foster, Secretary Frelinghuysen 
and Senator Vest—The Diplomates Stand 
Firm by Their “Productions’”—Vest’s 
Fight on the Nicaraguan Canal Survey. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch 

Wasmixorox, December 25.—It is a curious fact 
that the present session, which began with pros- 
pects of being one of the most uneventful of many 
years, has already before it for its approval or re- 
jection a number of the most important measures 
that have been before Congress in many years. 
With reciprocity treaties, which mean free sugar, 
and the Nicaraguan treaty, which means that the 
United States may, if it desires, become owner, at 
the cost of one year’s surplus, of a ship canal 
connecting the Atlantic and the Pacific. The ses- 
sion which seemed likely to beatante and un- 
profitable one, now is seen big with events. For be 
the action of Congress what it may, the result 
must be important. Spurred—perhaps—to activity, 
by the talk of a “brilliant foreign policy” which 
gave Mr. Blaine the nomination over him, Presi- 
dent Arthur has occupied his time since that fate- 
ful event in the production of a foreign policy 
which even the most ardent admirers of Mr. Blaine 
must admit to be far more brilliant“ and rational 
than that which that statesman's Cabinet career 
developed. What the result of this work will be, 
no one can successfully predict. In view of the 
importance of the subject, however, it has seemed 
appropriate to ask the views upon the measures, of 
three gentlemen most prominent, after the Presi- 
dent, in regard to them: Minister Foster, who ne- 
gotiated the Spanish treaty; Senator Vest, who has 
most vigorously opposed the steps taken looking to 
a survey of the Nicaraguan canal route, and Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen, who is perhaps more familiar 
with the subjects than even the President himself, 
much of the details being naturally left to de- 
partment whose especial business is in this 
ticular line. 


“It is alittle curi- 
ous,” said Minister 
Foster, talking of the 
treaty with Spain 
which he negotiated 
and in which he 
naturally feels much 
interested; “it is a 
little odd that the 
people of Spain are 
just as much op- 
posed to this treaty 
from their standpoint 
as certain of our 
people are from 
theirs.

When one 
looked at the sky through one of these icicie-laden 
trees, the leafless tracery of the branches, each 
adorned with its fringe of icy lace, made the whole 
look like some beautiful and intricate pattern de- 
signed and eut in frosted silver. Down town every 
telegraph wire was incased in a cylinder of ice, 
fringed as the trees, with pendant icicles not an 
inch apart. The wires were tested to their utmost 
strength and many gave way beneath the burden, 
60 many indeed that the telephone service was en- 
tirely thrown out of action during the morning and 
the telegraph seriously interfered with. 

All the beauty to be found in the city 
of St Louis this morning began 
several feet above the ground. Under foot the 
snow had been beaten and melted into a dirty bat- 
ter, in which soot, ashes, clay and undistinguishabie 
dirt were in equal parts away from the streets and 
sidewalks, aud which was simply a rusty yellow 
muck in the roadways. It vas dirty, coid 


and penetrating, as each one knows 


who was out this morning, and 
each one piloting the streets had to rearrange 
all of bis landmarks. What last night was a bank 
of solid ice, offering a firm-foothold tothe pedes- 
trian, this morning had not changed its ap nee 
but its consistency. When —— upon 
the foot passed through as though into 
a custard covered by a meringue, and the 
result was a shoe full of cold water, with such other 
things as could pass through.

A LUDICROUS SCENE. 

A Fourth street car going up Chouteau avenue 
this morning, about 7:30 o'clock, displayed 
the ingtinct of accumulation to the extent of 
picking up and carrying with it about twenty yards 
of telegraph wire. which dragged along through 
the slush and mud behind the car, and which. at 
the farther or extreme end, was knotted and 
doubied into a tangie about the size of a cracker 
box. There was enough rain falling 
to make the passing pedestrian 
hurry considerably, and at Seventh street and 
Chouteau avenues, a rather nicely dressed young 
man, who was smoking acigarette and navigating 
an umbrella, attempted to cross over before the 
procession had got by. He and the tangle of wire 
arrived at the middie of the car track simultane- 
ously, and as the wire tried to pass between his legs 
and outside of them at the same time, and as he, 
not knowing the @mands about to be made upon- 
him as an equilibrist on the slack wire, 
was unprepared to render any assist 
ance, the result was disastrous. The 
umbrella went south; the young man's feet went 
west, bis head east, anda sort of dazed and won- 
dering expression was piainly visible upon his coun- 
tenance between the patches of mud. Before he 
got up he looked carefully at the sky, and then 
scrutinized the houses on either side of Chouteau 
avenue, in an evident, but unsuccessful effort to 
find out what it was all about. As this deponent's 
car pulled out of sight the unfortunate and muddy 
one was standimg on the corner of Seventh and 
Chouteau avenue with a piece of macadam rock in 
each hand wailing for a face to show itself out of 
the second story window of the corner saloon, with 
an attitude expressive of one who has been wronged 
and who means to get even. 

On the uptown streets in the early morning hou 
the situation was even worse. Therain had washe 
off the little roughness which gave a safe foothold 
on the ice for days past, and, as a result, the streets 
aod sidewalks were converted into skating rinks.

The large telegraph pole 
on the southwest corner holds about tuirty wires 
vnd stands ina position where the wires cross the 
street, thus making an additional strain upon the 
pole, It broke about fifteen feet from the ground,

NEARLY FROZEN TO DEATH. 


Young Mr. Brewer Tells a Terrible Story 
of Life inthe West. 

Mr. W. W. Brewer of this city, who is confhected 
with the house of Buxton & Skinner, received a let- 
ter to-day from his son. Dudley 
K. Brewer, who lives on a rauch eighteen miles 


from Atkinson, Neb,, which contains a rather 
thrilling account of an esca from freezing to 
death duri the recent cold snap. The letter is 
dated December 20, and he says it had been snow- 
ing for eight days without interruption, and 
that with the thermom ranging from 10° to 13° 
below zero. It was almost certain death to attempt 
any long journey, but, knowing that provisions 
were running short, and a trip to Atkinson was nec- 
essary to lay in their Christmas supplies, 
he determined to get out a yoke of oxen add make 
the journey. The balance of the story is best told 
in hisown words: “When almost four miles from 
Atkinson I became very tired and at the same 
time very cold, having walked beside 
the wagon nearly the entire distance. 
Thinking I would take a little rest, I jumped into 
the wagon, and no sooner had 1 seated myself on 
one of the bags than an irresistible feeling of 
drowsinéss crept over me which I vainly strived to 
shake off. I don’t exactly know what hap- 
pened, but the mext I remember 1 
started and awoke from a series of the most horri- 
ble dreams. I felt that I was freezing to death and 
wondered what I should do. With one great effort 
I raised myself on my arm and forcibly threw my- 
self out of the rear of the wagon, I was so weak I 
fell in the snow—but managed to regain my feet 
and stop the oxen. I then tried to get out m 
knife, and I tell you it was one of the atest ef. 
forts I ever made, for I was so weak and sleepy that 
I was staggering and could scarcely stand. 
At length, however. I got it out and opened it and 
approaching the shoulder of the near ox I cut a 
small gash about an inch long just over one of 
the veins. The blood spurted in my face, but I 
quickly put my mouth to the 
cut and began to drink the warm blood 
as fast as I could. I must bave gotten fully a pint 
in my stomach before it ceased to flow. Then I 
closed the wound and let it freeze up. I felt better 
for a few moments. but after that. I began to vomit 
violently and threw up nearly all of it. 
I struggled along. however, and got into 
Atkinson that evening nearer dead than alive. It 
was a horrible experience, and I now think it was 
only by a miracle I was saved. Young Bremer is 
just turning his 2th year, and has been engaged in 
the cattle business for some years.

THE LESSON OF CHARITY. 


A number of causes have recently combined 
to strengthen the feeling of charity in the 
hearts of the people of St. Louis. They had 
been prepared for it by the long continued, oft 

ä tale of work denied and wages 
lessened. The sudden coming of unusual 
cold just before the great holiday festival had 
stirred all the springs of action, and then the 


Post-DispatcH. which mirrors the daily life of 
the city and reaches all homes and hearts with 
its faithful records of the day's event, gave a 
simple and truthful picture of the misery en- 
dured by poverty, and straightway the feeling 
took shape in action, Thousands of good peo- 
ple who hand wanted to do something for the 
unfortunate, but who hardly knew what to do 
or how to do it, followed the signal given, and 
a stream of contributions started in a benefi- 
cent flow which we hope will continue until it 
can be,said that there is no worthy poor per- 
son in St. Louis left to suffer for want of food, 
of warmth and shelter and of clothing, during 
the winter’s cold and the hard times. 

A distressing amount of paverty has been 
laid bare to the sympathy of the well-todo 
people, but it would be a great mistake to sup- 
pose that we have more than our share. I all 
reports are to be trusted, St. Louis is rather 
better off than the other great cities, and the 
misery of our slums and alleys is merely the 
ordinary average of a city of its size somewhat 
increased by temporary circumstances. The 
question is, what will we do with it? 

There is a worse evil than poverty, near akin 
to it, and that is pauperism. If there were 
any danger in the present charitable enthusi- 
asm, that it might convert the objects of its 
kindness into paupers, we should not counte- 
nance it. But as long as the relief is extended 
only to women and children and helpless old 
age, to deserted wives, to widows with families, 
to the®sick and the orphaned we need hardly 
trouble ourselves with any fear of the cor- 
rupting influences of misplaced charity. If 
at the same time we can carry out the idea of 
furnishing some kind of cheap and honest labor 
to the able-bodied men who are out of employ- 
ment, the movement will result in a general 
good unalloyed by harm, and will permit us to 
boast of a signal success in meeting more than 
the usual difficulties of relieving distress in a 
great city. 

As for poverty, that we will have always 

with us as long as the conditions of society 
foster the vices and crimes and weaknesses out 
of which it springs. The great chief cause of 
poverty is drink, and until we rise so high in 
the scale of civilization that those who live on 
the lowest plane are raised above the weakness 
of drink we must expect the drunkard and his 
brood to keep us busy. The passions which 
lead to social evils rank next among the causes 
of poverty, and these, too, are checked only by 
a higher civilization which does not tame the 
passions but in which selfish calculations guard 
more securely against their penalties. Then 
poverty breeds poverty. A low type of char- 
acter and lessened virility reproduce them- 
ves in generations which easily descend 
from poverty te crime, Sickness, improvi- 
dence, misfortune, a score of maleficent causes 
keep the ranks recruited, and side by side with 
the ripe fruits of high culture the rank weeds 
of evil maintain their vigorous and noxious 
growth. . 
Against evils so active and potent the strug- 
gle must be unceasing. The people of St. 
Louis have entered upon that struggle with 
something of the ardor of a crusade. So 
much has been done that it imposes on us the 
duty of continuing, and the movement which 
has had a spontaneous origin should be kept 
up by the influence of the church, the home 
and the counting-room until we can proudly 
point to the sum of results achieved in a signal 
lessening of the poverty in our midst.

A Record which pre- 
tends to report the proceedings in Congress 
and which actually reports proceedings that 
never happened is a fraud which needs only to 
be exposed to be condemned, and Senator 
VEs?’s vigorous and emphatic assault. on the 
bogus speech business has been taken up and 
maintained by the press of the country. 
It is almost impossible to mention a promi- 
nent newspaper of the country which has not 
spoken in condemnation of the swindle of re- 
porting speeches that have never been deliver- 
ed, and the Senator from Missouri stands out 
conspicuously as a leader of ‘public opinion in 
this matter.

I understand that the 
wholesale business bas been so bad during the past 
year that the dealers are driving hard bargains with 
their road men, They say they cannot afford to 
offer fancy salaries and big commissions for tne 
coming year, and the commercial tourist must come 
down in his value, which, of course, is unpleasant 
to his Majesty of the road. 

As 4 matter of fact, I was talking with a sal es- 
man a day or two ago, and he said that the whole- 
sale men were cutting down both salaries and forces, 
and that numbers of men were being thrown out of 
employment altogether or were compelled to make 
contracts for reduced pay next year. The reauction 
on an average amounts to about one-fourth, and 
that is not at all small ina salary which was not 
large originally. The wholesale men are taking 
salesmen off the road and are offering those whom 
they want to retain one and a half per cent commis- 
sion instead of two as heretofore. This means $1,500 
for those who have received $2,000, and a propor- 
tionate reduction all around, which means the giving 
up of a great many luxuries by employes, 

I am glad to notice an increased practical use of 
the libraries in the city. These institutions have 
been used as arule mainly for amusement, but any 
one who will take the trouble to observe will find 
that the real value of a library as a means of prac- 
tical culture is beginning to be appreciated by the 
St. Louis public in general. This résult is especially 
noticeable in the Public School Library, where Mr. 
Crunden has taken extra pains to proVide suitable 
facilities to study for those who desire them. There 
are a vast number of booksin every well-ordered 
which are not to be taken out, but which are 
f inestimable value when they can be consulted 
properly on the spot. The development of this par- 
ticular featare, among other good ones, has brought 
the Public School Library into great popularity, and 
it is fast becoming the resort of litterateurs and 
learners. 


THE WEEK ABROAD. 


A New way of determining whether life is really 
extinct in the human body has been discovered by 
Professors Brouardel. Garcel aad Grange o* the 
French Society of Biology, which is the result of 
experiments on animals. The method is simple 
and may be tried in any case. These gentlemen 
found that after applying intense electrical currents 
tothe animals while living, electrical sensations 
were obtained by the operation when the currents 
had ceased some time through contact with the 
body, but that in the case of a dead body no sensa- 
tion was obtained after the ourrent had ceased. 
They propose to apply the method practically for 
determining whether death has actually taken place 
or not,

The Monopoly Senate. 
From the Chicago Heraid. 4 . 
_ Congressman Reed of Maine says some very witty 
thing both in the House and out of it, but he never 
made a stronger point than he did the other day in 
private conversation on the subject of the United 
States Senate. “The Senate,” he said, “represents 
many very great interests. Every Senator repre- 
sents one railroad and someof them represent 
two.” 

While so sweeping an indictment cannot be liter- 
ally true, the charge is applicable to so many mem- 
bers of that body that in a general way it is not far 
from the exact fact. Imperceptibly almost the Sen- 
ate has come to be the stronghold in this country of 
corporate and monopoly power. It is magnificently 
constituted for such purposes. The limited number 
of its members, the manner and the long terms in 
and for which they are elected, and the absolute 
power of veto which it has on the House of Repre- 
sentatives makes it practically the supreme legisla, 
tive body of the land. Nothing can reach an inter- 
est which it defends. if the House be virtuous the 
Senate prevents its virtue from becoming aggress- 
ive, If it be corrupt the Senate will lead it in cor- 
ruption or profligacy. . 

That body is to-day a disgrace to America. The 
few able and good men in it are helpless in the pres- 
ence of so much mediocrity and servility. Its con- 
trolling spirits are corporation lawyers or moneyed 
representatives of the monopolies, and their princi- 
pal idea of legislative service is to protect the 
various combinations which sent them there. We 
will have no change in these matters until the peo- 
ple exert as much pressure on their Legislatures as 
the corporations do. There is where the root of the 
evil lies.

The Railroad Engineers Adjust Their Dif- 
ferences With Col. Hoxie. 
As the press predicted in the Post-Dispatcu the 
locomotive engineers had no trouble in settling their 
grievances against the Missouri Pacific.

The Miracles of the False Prophet o 
the Soudan. | 


Mow He Imposes on the Credulity of the 
Arabs and Soudanese—Interesting Facts 
About an Important Personage.

Some interesting facts have been gleaned about 
El Mahdi, the false prophet of the Soudan, by the 
special correspondent of the London Daily Tele- 
graph, who writes under date of November 18, 
from El Ordeh (Dongola). The letter was published 
in a recent issue of the Telegraph just to hand. and 


the following is culled erefrom: “A few ons ago 
there arrived in El Ordeh from Obeid an elderly 
man named Mahmoud El Meligy, whom ill-usage 
has made almost blind. His antecedents are known 
to many merchaiits here, and it is stated he once 
was a rich, prosperous and honorable resident of 
Obeid, but he is now destitute. Mahmoud attributes 
all his misfortunes tothe Mahdi, and apparently 
justly so. The merchant at first believed in the 
divine mission of the Black Prophet. He was 
blessed with a voung and lovely wife, whom 
Mohammed Achmed admired and took. is con- 
duct Mahmoud might have forgiven, because he 
was very rich and could have purchased another 
spouse from some of the Arab sheikhs, but the 
Prophet also cast eyes on his wealth, and required 
him to turn it all into the rebel treasury. Meligy ex- 
pressed a willingness tocontribute a portion and 
tendered a sum, at the same time secreting the bulk 
of his money. Then it was the Mahdi's myrmidons 
seized him and beat him with sticks, and threatened 
ing place where his treasure lay. Meligy remained 
him with death if he refused longer todisclose the hid- 
firm, so — 5 fastened a rope to one of his ankles 
and lowered him down head first im a very deep 
stone- built well.

If necessary, fire even could be 
seut to consume all their enemies, so that they 
would not need to lift their hands against them. 
Then, to show his power,-the Mahdi drives his 
spear into the ground, selecting the spot prepared, 
and fire and smoke follow the blow. He tells them 
the fire will be confined, so as not to then and there 
burn them. Afterwards his confederates come to 
his aid and remove the traces of the prepared sta 
effect. The Mabdi is equally if not more adroit in 
his manner of getting contributions, From time to 
time he appears before his people and says he 
has been commanded to ‘part with all his goods; 
everything he possesses, in short, must go the 
ublic treasury, or to the Bait el Mal’’—charity-

It has been a year of depression and disaster 
to them.

wanna, all, Vanderbilt. Gould, Field, Sage, Hun- 
tington, Mills, Sloan, Dillon, Winslow, Porter—all 
who represent speculative stocks and speculative 
railroads, find themselves at the close of the year 
with a record behind them only of defeats, losses, 
bankruptcies, passed dividends, defaulted interests 
or roads in the hands of receivers. Our artist has 
succeeded vividly in presenting this picture to the 
eyes of our readers. 

The “‘Villara” stocks, including Northern Pacific, 
Oregon Transcontinental and Oregon Navigation, 
were early laid in their graves.
